^(iS»®^HAT faithful Servant of GOD, 
■* T # the Rev. Mr Eleazar Wheelock 
of Lebanon in America^ being deeply 
imprelTed with a Senfe of the forlorn Condition 
of our favage Fellow-Creatures in thofe Deferts, 
and of the Obligation the Defcehdants of the 
ancient JSIens) Englanders ftill lie under to keep 
in View the avowed Defign of their Forefathers 
original Emigration; and being fully perfuad- 
ed of the innumerable Benefits and Bleflings, 
both temporal and fpiritual, that muft necelfa- 
rily thereby accrue to his prefent Majefty’s Do¬ 
minions both at home and abroad; did, about 
Ten Years ago, take two Indian Boys, and thro’ 
the whole Diifation of the late War, under the

greateft Difcouragements (arifing from the Ra¬ 
vages of the bidians) he continued to increafe 
hb School by receiving a larger Number, both 
Boys and Girls, from the Tribes; toge¬ 

ther with fome promifmg Ejiglip Youths, who 
v^'cre defigned for the fame Purpofe of evange¬ 
lizing the Heathen. And being rationally con¬ 
vinced, at the Conclufion of the War, what a 
favourable Opportunity our late fignal and a- 
mazing Conquefts afforded of profccuting this 
glorious riaii. he ftill added, out of more re¬ 
mote Tribes, many Children to the Number, 
all which he did cloath, board, and educate, 
without any i'ettled Fund; and hath been fo 
renvirkably bleflcd in the Improvements they 
have made, that at this Time (befides Twenty 
or upwards in his School at Lebanon, who are 
referved for future Service) there are no lefs 
than Twche Engltjh and hidiaa MifTionaries 
and Schoolmafters now employed in fettling 
Schools, and preaching the Gofpel of the ever- 
blefled God, with mod promifmg Encourage¬ 
ment and Succefs, among fome of the remote 
Heathen Nations; all of whicji do now depend 
immediately on the Reverend Mr Wheelock 
for a Support. 

To recount all the particular and very lignal 
Interpofitions of divine Providence that have 
attended this infant Seminary, would be almoft 

endlefs. 
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cndlefs. It may fufRce only to obferve in ge¬ 
neral, that as it was begun in the fame Sjwrit 
with which the late Reverend and Eminent 
Prpfeflbr Francke founded the prefent famous 
Orphan* Houfe at Hall in Gei manyy fo it hath 
been blefl'ed with many fuch like remarkable 
Smiles from Heaven. 

And as this Inftitution is intended purely to 
promote the common Salvation of the Heathen, 
without any Regard to any particular Names^ 
ISe^Sy or Parties whatfoever, fo, t‘o their Honour 
be it fpoken, it hath been countenanced and en¬ 
couraged by Perfons of various Denotninations on 
both Sides the Water. And as there appears at 
prefent a very uncommon De/ire among many of 
the Six Nations and others to have their Chil¬ 
dren taught to Ready JVritCy and Sfeak well, and 
themfelves inftru6led in the Gofpcl of Christ, 
as well as ip Hujbandry and the more polite Arts 
of civilized Life-y it hath been judged expedient 
to fend over the Reverend Mr Whitakery Minif- 
ter of the Gofpel at Norwich in New Englandy 
and the Reverend Mr Samfon Occomy the firft 
Pupil and Indian Chriftian which Mr Whee- 
LocK educated, and the firft Indicui Gofpel 
Preacher that ever fet Foot on this Ifland, to 
folicit Benefaiftions from well and charitably dif- 
pofed Perfons of all Ranksy Pariiesy and Dent)- 
minations whatfqever, toward Building and En-

dowing an Indian School, and Cloathing, Main¬ 
taining Educating fuch Indians and Miffion- 
aries, as are now, or fliall hereafter be educated, 
and emplo^d on this glorious Errand. 

In what an important Point of Light this ^ 
Defign is already viewed on the other Side of 
the Atlantic, will beft appear from the many 
annexed Attejlations, Recommendations, and good 
Wijloes of feveral of His Majefty’s Governors, 
Chief Juftices, Counfellors, and Secretaries; 
Numbers of eminent Merchants; feveral of the 
Miflionaries of the Church of England', with 
various Gofpel Minifters of other Denomina¬ 
tions in the more Northern Provinces; and 
efpecially of the Honourable Sir William 
Johnson, that great Supporter of Bntip 
Indiqn Intereft in general, and great Patromzer 
of this Infant Inftitution in particular. 

What adds to the farther Recommendation 
of this truly catholic and charitable Defign, is this, 
•viz, that it is purely intended for the Inftruc- 
tion of Indians, and of fuch Englifi Youths only 
as are wholly to be devoted to their Service. 
For it hath been found by fome few Inftances 
of Indians educated elfewhere, that the Englijh 
Students have been apt to look upon them with 
an Air of difdain, which thefe Sons oi ranging 
Liberty cannot fo well brook. Nor is it much 
otherwife here at Home; for as none but Sam- 
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pies of uncivilized Indians have been fcnt over, 
and exhibited to public View on this Side the 
Water, the Britons are naturally led to form a 
more defpicable Idea of them, and confequently 
to hold them in far more fovereign Contempt. 
But how capable the Natives of yonder diftant 
World are of making civil, moral, and religious 
Improvements, (and thofe very fpeedy ones too) 
is demonftrable, not only from the Inftance of 
the Reverend Mr Occom, but alfo from thePro- 
grefs which feveral of the Indians, now employ¬ 
ed, have adlually made in Greek and Latin, as 
well as in Engli/l^ Oratory, before they were fent 
forth to aa in a public Charaaer. The Care 
taken in teaching them to /peak as well as read, 
write, and beliave well, is mentioned, becaufe 
“ as among other free Nations, lb among the 
“ Indians, Orators are in the higheft Efteem. 
“ To be able to f^^eak well in public is the 
“ fliorteft and moft infallible Road to Honour 
and Influence among thofe uncontrolled Lords 
“ of the Defert. The Projea of enabling their 
“ own Children to do this, falls in with their 
« Tafte; it will be thought by them an Jld- 
“ vancement of the Family, and they will go 
“ into it paffhnately. And if it pleafes God to 
“ injpire them with the genuine Spirit of Chrif- 
“ tianity, it will foon appear that the beft Way

A n Application having been made to Me by 
the Reverend Mr Wheelock of 'hcbanm 
in ConneBicut, refpe6ling his Intention of Efta- 
blifhing an Indian School, and enlarging the 
Plan thereof, fo as to enable a Number of Mif- 
fionaries to be employed in the Indian Country 
for the Inftru6lion of the Indians in the Chril- 
tian Religion *, to which End Application is in¬ 
tended to be made in Great Britain^ &c. to all 
well-difpofed Perfons. I do therefore offer it 
as ray Opinion, that the fame is highly necef- 
fary, and may be produdlive of good Confe- 
quences, if properly conduced, by civilizing 
the Indiansy and reducing them to Peace and 
good Order; that Mr Wheelock has taken 
much Pains with fome Mohawk Youths, who, 
through his Care and Diligence, have made 
good Proficiency in their Religious and other 
Studies i from all which 1 am of Opinion, tliat 
the propofed Plan deferves Encouragement, and 
1 could not do lefs than to give it this favour¬ 
able Recommendation.

That we have had frequent Opportu¬ 
nities of being well informed of an Indian Charity- 
School which was fome Years ago inftituted in the 
Colony of Connellicut^ and which, by the diftinguifh- 
ing Smiles of Heaven, hath remarkably fucceeded, 
uiHer the Care of the Rev. and Worthy Mr Ele azar 
WiiEELOCK ; whofe Zeal and indefatigable L>abours 
in the luftrudion of Indian Youth, together with the 
♦rrowing Fondnefsof feveral Tribes of Indians mwards 
the faid School (lately fhewn by fending their Chil¬ 
dren from time to time, from their remote Regions, 
to be educated here in the Prirrciples of our holy Re- 
ligion) have rendered the fame an Objeft of public 
Attention, and highly meriting the Benevolence of all 
who wi(h the Advancement of Chriftianity among 
the benigined Savages of North America, We do 
therefore moft heartily recommend the faid Inftitu- 
tion, as the moft probable Method, under the Favour 
of God, which we can conceive of, for promoting 
Chriftian Knowledge among the Heathen Natives ot 

this Country. , . 

The Friends of Religion in America,, togetner wjth 
fome in Europe, knowing and heartily approving of 
the truly excellent and important Defign of this School, 
by their t^enerous Donations have hitherto upheld and 
fupported it. Mr Wheelock’s well-known Inten¬ 
tion being principally the Education of Indian Youth, 
in order to their Qualification as Miflionaries, School- 
mafters, and Interpreters among the various Tribes of 
Indians as alfo the Education of fome EngliJJj Youth 
to accompany them : and fhc School being now greatly 
increaied in Number, and a happy Profpe£t of its 
fpeedy Enlargement; the Support of the lame, toge-

ther with the Maintenance of the MiHlonaries and 
Schoolmafters already fent out, neceflarily occafions 
fuch an additional annual Expence, as to render it too 
confiderable and weighty to be wholly fupported by 
its Friends in thefe American Provinces.

Gentlemen, and Christian Friends! « 

I T is well known, that there are yet remaining vaft 
Numbers of aboriginal Natives in this Land ; 
whofe manner of Living is favage, almoft to a L.evel 
with the brutal Creation, but fierce and terrible in 
War. Their Dwellings are eminently Habitations of 
Cruelty. They have continued trom Age to Age in 
the grofleft Paganifm and idolatry Strangers to all 
the Emoluments of Science, but fubtil and fkilful 
in all the Arts of Cruelty and Deceit: And on every 
Confideration their State is, perhaps, the moft wretch¬ 
ed and piteous of all the human Race. They have, 
from the firft planting of thefe Colonies, been a 
Scourge and Terror to their Enghjh Neighbours •, of¬ 
ten ravaging and laying wade their Frontiers butch¬ 
ering, torturing, and captivating their Sons ; dafhing 
their Children againft the Stones •, Ccilfully devifing, 
and proudly glorying in, all pofiible Methods of 
Torture and Cruelty within their Power. 

And the Confideration, that their being civilized, 
and taught the Knowledge of the only true God and 
Saviour, and fo made good Members of Society, 
and 'peaceable and quiet Neighbours, (which cannot

be efiefted but by introducing the Gofpel amongft 
them) is of .fuchvaft Importance to the Crown ot 
Great the Pqace and Prpiperity of qur Land, 

and efpeeially to their own Good and Haj>j>iners in 

Time and to Eternity-Moved me, about Ten 

Years ago, to eredt a Charity School, in order for 
the Educating the moft promifing of their own Sons 
that might be obtained, with a View to their being 
employed as MifTionaries and Schoolmafters among 
their refpeclive Tribes; together with a Number of 
J^nglijh Youth, to be fent forth as Companions and 
^flbeiates with them in the fame Bufinefs. And the 
good Behaviour of the Boys which I have hitherto 
had in this School, and their Proficiency in Learn¬ 
ing has been fuch, by the Bleflfing of God upon In- 
ftrudlion and Difeipline, that many Gentlemen of 
Charader and Note, both at Home and Abroad, 
Jrave feen fit to encourage the Defign by fuch Libe¬ 
ralities as have fupported it hitherto, without any Fund 
for that Purpofe. 

But the necefiary Expenccs for the Support of fuch 
a Number as are now employed in the Wildernefs, at 
the Diftance of three or four hundred Miles, viz. 
Three Mifiionaries, Eight Schoolmafters, and Two 
Interpreters occafionally hired to that Service; and 
where they can have little or no Alfifiance towards 
their Support from the Savages among whom they 
live;, together with the necefiary Supplies for the 
School, which now confiits of Twenty two; and 
others expeded foon, who are of Families of Impor¬ 
tance in Tribes Bill more remote-, are greater than 
can be reafonably expeded from thefe American Co¬ 
lonies ; efpeeially at a Time when Complaints of 
Debt, and want of Money, are fo loud and univerfal. 
But confidering, that this great Undertaking looks 
with fuch a favourable and encouraging Afped, and 
that a wider Door than ever is now opened for the 

Further- 
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Furtherance of it, by fending Miflionaries and School- 
mafters further among Tribes where none have here¬ 
tofore been *, I am not only neceflitated, but encou¬ 
raged thus to reprefent the Cafe, and employ my dear 
and faithful Brother, the Rev. Mr IVhitaker^ in my 
Stead, to befpeak the charitable Afliftance of the 
Friends of Zion abroad. And I am confident, that 
Numbers, and all, according to their Ability, who 
have at Heart that which the Heart of the Great Re¬ 
deemer is infinitely fet upon, viz, the Enlargement of 
his Kingdom, and the Salvation of the perifhing Souls 
of Men, will be ready to confider of, and forward 
to affift in, this fo interefting Atfair, if they believe 
that I am not afking for myfelf, but am only beg¬ 
ging an Alms for Christ, and in a Cafe of no lefs 
Neceflity than that (if not the very fame) which He 
is plealed to reprefent and exprels by his being an 
hungered, and tbirfiy, and naked, and Jick, and in 
Prifon\ and that he will, even in this Life, bounti¬ 
fully requite thofe who contribute Supplies for thefe 
his Neceffities ; and reward and honour them at laft 
with a Come, ye Blejfed of my Father, inherit the King¬ 
dom prepared for you. 

And whatever any fhall pleafe to contribute for 
this Purpofe, I lhall receive as facred to the Redeenv 
er’s Caufe, and fhall improve it to the aforefaid 
Ufes, according to my belt Ability, and by the beft 
Advice. And I hope, that all Friends and Bene¬ 
factors to this Defign, will have occafion fnr the moil 
eafy and comfortable Reflections, that their Charities 
were beftowed in the beft Manner, for the Glory of 
God, and the Good of Men. For which Purpofe I 
befpeak the Prayers of all who truly defire the Pro-

T he Rev. Mr Eleazar Wheelock of Lebanon in 
Conne5!icut^ under whom he was educated, 
thus :

“ Bearer, the Reverend Mr Samfon Occom^ of Mo- 
“ began^ came to live with me foon after he emerged 
“ out of grofs Paganifm, and was a Member in my 
“ Family, and under my Inftruftion for feveral Years, 
“ before he went to keep a School on Long JJlandy 
“ in which he continued for fome Years •, and at the 
fame Time officiated as public Teacher of the Indian 
Tribe at Mont auk on Long IJlnnd^ till he received Or- 
“ dination by the Hands of Suffolk Prelbytery on faid 
“ Ifland : Since which he has been employed in fe- 
“ veral MifTions to various Tribes of Indiana to good 
“ Acceptance. All which Time I have kept up my 
‘‘ Acquaintance with him ; and, fo far as I have 
“ known or heard, he has behaved himfelf becom- 
ing his Chriftian and Minifterial Character. Ever 
“ fince he left my Houfe he has been under great 
“ Difadvantages, and his Abilities have been much 
“ flarved for want of luttable Support for himfelf 
“ and numerous Family •, which has obliged him to 
“ labour with his Hands, and for many Years was 
“ without polite Converfation, while he lived among 
Indians^ and in want of a Library. Notwithllanding 
“ all which, he appears to me to be well accom- 
“ piifhed, and peculiarly turned to teach and edify 
“ his favage Brethren •, and he hath alfo preached in 
“ Elew Tork^ Bo^ion^ and other polite 1 owns among 
the Englijby to good Acceptance. By the beft 
♦ ‘ Judges he is faid to be an excellent Speaker in his 
“ own Language. His Influence is very great among 
“ the Indians \ and if it fhould pleafe God to fparc 
y his Life, there is reafon to hope he may be emi- 

‘‘ nently 
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“ nently ufeful as a Miflionary among them. And 
“ as he is defigned to accompany the Rev.MrW//<j/t^r 
“ to Europe^ to folicit the Charities of God’s p)eople 
“ for the Support of the Indian Charity School in my 
“ Hands, and of the Mifllonaries and Schoolmafters 
“ now in the Wildernefs-, I do hereby heartily recom- 
“ mend him to the Kindnefs, Charity, and Refpe<ft 
“ of all Chriftian People, wherever the Providence of 
“ God fhall caft him ; and efpecially do I recom- 
“ mend him to the Protedion, Care and Kindnefs 
« of the Father of Mercies, in whatever Circumftan-

The Reverend Matthew Graves.^ Mifiionary in New 
London in Connetlicut^ New England^ from the So¬ 
ciety for propagating the Gofpel in Foreign Parts, 
writes thus concerning hipi.

to every Man's Confcience in the Sight of God: fobe- 
having himfelf as a Steward of the Myfteries of

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God and preaching unto others^ that be may not he 
“ a Ca(i-away, He is of a moft catholic Spirit \ 
“ prudent and exemplary in his Behaviour. I’he 
“ Diflcntine Minifters, to my Knowledge, allow him 
“ in his Clerical Capacity to be a Perfon juftly de- 
“ ferving their greateft Efteem. And I faithfully 
“ believe there arc few of greater Credit to their 
“ Fundion. And for the Confirmation hereof, I 
“ refer to the Rev. Mr fVhitaker, whom he accom- 
“ panics, as a Sample to what Proficiency the In- 
“ diam may be brought.’*

His Excellency Sir Jeffery Amber ft hath manifeft- 
cd his Opinion of and Efteem for the Rev. Mr Oc¬ 
com, and the noble Defign he hath been profecuting, 
by granting him a Pafs under his Seal, in the Year 
1761, and another in 1762, in which he orders his 
Officers at the feveral Pofts to afford him all needed 
Affiftance : and the commanding Officer at Onoida to 
allow him one Ration of Provifion per Day out of 
the King’s Stores i and afford him all needful Pro- 
teftion in the Difcharge of his Duty, while he con¬ 
tinued on his Miffion among the Onoidas ; who are 
one of the Six Nations; where he met with a kind 

Rccep- 
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Reception by the Indians: So that the Night before 
he left them he had occafion to write as follows. 

Onoida, Sept. 8. 1761. 

“ THIS Evening the Sachem and principal Men 
“ of three Caftles came together at the Council-houfe, 

“ and a great Number of Indians befides, and I was 
“ called to be with them j and after about an Hour’s 
“ Confultation, the chief Speaker rofe up with a re- 
“ ligious Belt of IVampmn in hi$ Hand, and delivered 
“ a Speech. When he had done, he gave the Belt 
to my Interpreter, and he interpreted the Speech 
to me, which is as follows: 

“ FATHER, We are very glad you have come 
among us with the good IVord of God, or God's 
“ News: And we think we are thankful to God, 
and give you Thanks, and the good Men who 
aflifted you up here. 

“ We will, by the Help of God, endeavour to 
keep the Fire which you brought and kindled / 
“ among us ; and will take our old Cuffoms, fVays I 
“ and Sins, and put them behind our Backs, and T 
“ never look on them again \ but will look ftraight 1 
forward, and run after the Chriftian Religion. > 
“ Whenever we fhall attempt to eredt Schools 
among us, we beg the Afliftance of good People 
“ your Way. 

“ We intreat the great Men to protefl us on our 
“ Lands, that we may not be encroached on by ariy 
“ People. 

“ We requeft that the great Men would forbid 
“ Traders bringing any more Rum amongft us*, for 
“ we find it not good i it deftroys our Bodies and 
Souls. 

“ This Belt (hall bind us together firm in Friend^ 
Ihip for ever/* 

N.B. 
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N.B. A Speech from the Sachem, or King of a 
Nation of Indians., accompanied with a Belt, is 
by them looked upon in the lame Light as a 
folemn Treaty between Princes in Europe', as 
may appear from the following Letter wrote to i 
the Reverend Mr Occom. ; 

Johnfon Hall, Nov. 3» 1763. > 

S I R, 

“ Onoidas lately defired I would write to 

“ you, and defire to know what is become of 
the Belt of Wampum which they delivered you, 

“ when up amongft them on fome Occafion ; they 
“ are defirous of having it returned *. 

“ I have hitherto been able, with great Pains and 
“ Management, to keep the five lower Nations quiet 
“ and friendly, which alone has been the Means of 
“ keeping this Part of the Country fafe, and the 
“ Communication to the Lakes by the way of Of 
“ wego open and uninterrupted. But how long I 
“ (hall be able tocontinue them in their prefent friendly 
Difpofition is uncertain. As the Enemyare ^ 
** numerous and fuccefsful, 1 greatly fear, unlefs 
“ fpmething is done loon by the General, that they 
“ will force our Friends into their Schemes, which 
“ would inevitably be attended with fatal Confequen- 
“ ces, let fome People think as little as they pleafe of 1 
“ them. ^ 

“ Every Indian in the new Onoida Caftle, named 
“ Kanawarohare, where Gawehe lives, are our Friends, 

“ and determined to live and die with the Englijh ; 

“ the Oghguagoes, Mohawks, Scoharees, and Canada ^ 
“ Indians the fame ; owing in a great Meafure to the 
“ little Knowledge they have acquired of our Reli- 

“ gion,

An Account of the Mijponarm and Scboolmafters 
employed among the remote Nations of 

TyrR Samuel Kirtland, Son of a Minifter in Nerwicb 
^ ‘m Connebiicut, New England, w 3 Ls inki 2 ited in 
School, and finiflied his Education at Naffau Hall in 
New Jerfey College. While he was in the School he 
learned the Mohawk Language •, but as he had a De- 
fire of being ufeful more remote, he fet off for the 
Country of the Senecas, in order to learn their Lan¬ 
guage, November 20, 1764, and was obliged to tarry 
at Sir IVilliam Jobnfon's for a Convoy till January 17 
following, and then fet out with two Seneca Indians 
for his Convoy. The Snow was then four Feet deep, 
and very dry. He travelled on Snow-Shoes, with 
his Pack of Provifions on his Back, upwards of two 
hundred Miles into the Wildcrnefs, where was no 
Path or Houfes to lodge in •, and in feventeen Days 
he reached that favage I'ribe, which but a few Months 
before had been imbruing their Hands in our Blood ; 
and there he hath been ever finc^ except two or three 
Journies on Foot two hundred Miles, to procure a lit¬ 
tle Bread to fave Life: and he purpofes not to return 
till next Fall; when, from the Succefs he has among 

them. 
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th^nn, he hopes to prevail fo far as to bring dowH 
with him fome of their Children for the School, and 
two or three of their Saehmsy or Head Men, to fee it; 
and thereby convince them of the Sincerity of the De- 
fign for the Good of the poor Indiam^ and by this 
means reniovc their rooted Prejudices. 

Ifaac Dakayenenfere^ Gwedelhes Agwerondongwas^ 
Thefe two are pious Indians^ converted under the Re¬ 
verend Mr Hawley: They can read Mohawk^ and 
teach their more ignorant Brethren the Things of God, 
according to their Ability -, having no other Book but 
the Pfalms, and a few other Paflages of Scripture, 
and fome Prayers in their own Language. Peter is 
the chief Teacher, though youngeft of the two. This 
is he whom the Indians at Onoboquage fent laft March 
to afk for a Minifter; and who came Three hundred 
Miles through a deep Snow, and reached Mr IVhee- 
iocPs that very Day, and at the very Hour that feveral 
Miniilers met to examine two young Men for the 
Miniftry; one of which was defigned for them. And 
fo remarkable was the Providence of God, that an 
Interpreter came in at the fame Inftant, who had liv¬ 
ed with thefe Indians for ten Years, by whofe Aflift- 
ance we were able to underftand them, and they us. 
Thus all thefe three Parties met together in lefs than 
half an Hour, from Places Three hundred Miles dif- 
tant, and without any previous Appointment, or the 
leaft Knowledge of each other’s Dcfign. 

This Ifaac is he who wrote the laft Letter in this 
Colledion. 

The young Men who were examined, and approv¬ 
ed as qualified for Miflionaries among the Indians^ 
were Mr Titus Smithy and 

Mr Tbeophilus CbamMain, 


Thefe 
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• Thefc young Men were educated in Tale College 
in ComeUicut \ and in the Judgment of Charity are 
truly pious. They continued lome Montjis.with the 

Rev. Mr H^hedocky to prepare for their Miflion._ 

Mr Chamberlain laft War was taken Captive by the 
Indians^ and contratfled fuch a Love to, and Pity for 
them in their miferable State, as excited him to fpend 
his little all^ and ran in debt, in order to fit himfelf 
to preach the Gofpel among them. 

There are Eight Schoolmafters, all Indians^ viz, 

David Fowler^ a Montauk Indian. He is ferious, 
aftive, a good Scholar, and well acquainted with 
Farming. He is like to bring the Onoidas to culti¬ 
vate their Lands. He teaches a large School among 
them. 

Jofepb IVolley^ and Hezekiab Calvin, are both De- 
lavars. Jofepb appears eminently pious, and teaches 
a School at Onohoquage, which is increafing. He ap¬ 
pears earneftly dcfirous to bring his poor favage Bre» 
thren to the Knowledge of Christ. Hezekiab is a 
Ibber, well-behaved Youth, and teaches a School a- 
mong the Mohawks. They are all good Scholars in 
Englijh, Latin and Greek, and write a very good 
Hand. 

Abraham primus, Abraham fecundm, Peter, Mofei^ 
and Johannes. Thefe five are all Mohawks, and were 
well accomplilhcd for Schoolmafters: But becadlc 
they were rather too young to have the full Manage* 
ment of Schools, they were appointed io be Under 
the more fpecial Dir^ion of the Miflionaries, who by 
the earneit Defire of the poor Heathen, fbon found 
it necefifary to place them all in Schools. In this 
Station they have behaved well. Thefe Souths had 
«oder them One hundred twenty feven Indian Chil¬ 
dren 
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dren laft September^ who have made fuch furprifing 
Proficiency that they will need Bibles immediately. 

Jofepb Brant, a Mohawk Indian^ and of a Family 
of Diftindlion in that Nation, w-as alfo educated by 
Mr IVheelock, and was fo well accomplifiied, that the 
Rev. Charles Jeffry Smith (a young Gentleman, who, 
out of Love to Christ and the Souls of Men, de¬ 
votes his Life, and fuch a Fortune as is fufficient to 
fupport himfelf and an Interpreter, wholly to this 
glorious Service •,) took him for his Interpreter, when 
he went on his Mifiion to the Mohawks, near three 
Years ago. But the War breaking out at that Time 
between the back Indians and the Englijh^ Mr Smith 
was obliged to return -, but Jofeph tarried, and went 
out with a Company againft the Indians, and was ufe- 
ful in the War \ in which he behaved fo much like 
the Chriftian and the Soldier, that he gained great 
Efteem. He now lives in a decent manner, and en¬ 
deavours to teach his poor Brethren the 1 hings of 
God, in which his own Heart feems much engaged. 
His Houfe is an Afylum for the Miflionaries in that 
Wildcrncfs. 

Jacob Fowler, a Mont auk Indian, who is well ac- 
complifhed for a Schoolmafter, and was to have been 
fent out laft Spring *, but was detained with a View 
of accompanying one M*‘Clure, an EngUPo Youth 
educated in the fame School, to fome remote Nation 
this Year, if Providence (hall open the Way, in order 
to learn their Language, contradt an Acquaintance, 
and bring down two or three of the Children with 
them to the School, and fo fit them for a MKTion 
among them. 

—— Avery, an Englijh Youth in the School, is to 
go with another Indian to another Nation, for the 
lame Ends. 


Thus 
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Thus Interpreters will be needlefs, great Expence 
thereby faved, the Prejudices of the Indians remov¬ 
ed, and they prevailed on, not only to hear and re¬ 
ceive the Gofpel, but to cultivate the civil Arts among 
them i which they will fee exemplified in thofe who 
go among them. And we cannot but hope thefe 
Youth will fill their Places with as much Faithfulnefs 
as thofe already lent out, who, it mult be owned, 
have done well on their Miflion. 

With w’hat a difinterefted Spirit they are endowed, 
what Hardfhips they have undergone, and what a 
wide Profpedt of future Ufefulnefs is now opening, 
will appear from the following Extrads from Let¬ 
ters fent within thefe two Years laft patt to the Rev. 
Mr Eleazar IVheelock.

EXTRACTS of LETTERS, 

Mr Kirtland writes thus. 

Johnfon Hally Dec. 27. 1764. 

^ H E Senecas^ among whom I am going, are Hea- 
then indeed j and fome rather worfe, being pro- 
felyted by the French Jefuits. There is a fmall Town 
which is very firm in the Englijh Intereft, where I am 
to refide: But the largeft, which contains Three hun¬ 
dred Wigwams, or Huts, is a good deal wavering. 
Sir miharn Johnjon thinks very favourable of my go¬ 
ing. It may be the means of fecuring them, bemre 
the French renew and ftrengthen their Intcreifis among 
them. The Indians think a Minifier has nothing to 
do or fay, but fuch Things as relate to the Welfare 
C and 
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and Salvation of Souls. The Minifterial Office with 
them is rather more facred than with the Englijh. — 
As they have little Knowledge of the Gofpel, what 
the Minifter declares they fuppofe to be the Mind ot 
God. The French Jcfuits could do more with the 
Indians in the laft War, than the Governors and all 
Canada befides. But if the Minifter’s Life does not 
correfpond with his Doctrines, they think he is a De¬ 
ceiver and a Spy. I have got a little of their Good¬ 
will and Efteem. Some are quite free with me, be¬ 
gin to tiiink I am a true Friend and an honeft Fel¬ 
low. When this good Beginning is perfected, half 
the Battle is gained: I can then be free with them, 
and get all their Hearts. They have reported among 
the Kauknawagas in Canada^ OnoidaSy and fomeothers» 
that 1 am come up a Miffionary for the Senecas j 
which appears to the Six Nations a great Thing. 

January i. 1765. 

I HOPE you have received the Letter I wrote 
you by Captain Putnam and Mr Jones •, when I in¬ 
formed you that 1 expected an Opportunity, in a 
fhort Time, of fome Indians to accompany me to the 
Senecas. There were fome who were going near their 
Caftle, but his Honour did not choofe I ffiould go, 
until he had Ipoken with thofc Indians among whom 
I am to live, and know what Acceptance I ffiould 
meet with. He expects them down in about five 
Weeks. He thinks favourably of my going; that 
fuch a Thing may be the means of fecuring them, 
before the trench have Opportunity to renew and 
ftrengthen their Intereft. Through his Goodnefs and 
Con&fcenfion I have got that Knowledge and Under- 
ftandingof Indians which long Experience mull other- 
wife have acquired. I defire to have thofe grateful 
Sentiments which fuch paternal Care, and other un¬ 
common Kindnclfes demand. I have been learning 

the 
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the Mohawk and Seneca Languages ever fince my Re¬ 
turn from Onohoquage. 

January I2. ^65- 

YESTERDAY returned irom Kanajoohare, where 
I have been for fome Time. Delivered to them Ic- 
veral Difeourfes. Kept a Singing-School every Night 
in the Week, except Salurday-night. Laft Sabbath- 
Evenings by my Defire, the three Head Men of the 
Place met at Jofeph^s Houfe. After difeourfing with 
them upon feveral Points in Divinity, which I thought 
not prudent to fpeak in Public, 1 acquainted them 
with your Defign j upon which they gave me the 
following Anfwer. “ We are glad to hear fuch 
“ Things. We have a great while defired a Minif- 
“ ter. We are fenfible, if we do not get aMiniftcr, - 
“ and keep clofe to Religion, we fhall be a forfaken i 
“ People ; God will caft us away. If we could get I 
“ a Minifter, we would be religious, and live fober- 
“ lys Chriftian-like ; that our Children might follow 
“ our Tracks, and thereby bring a Blefling upon' 
“ them. We have fometimes been almoft difeou- 
“ raged, becaufe fome fay we have not a fufficient 
“ Number for a Minifter*, but you fay this Minifter 
“ (meaning Mr IVIoeelock) fays, we are not to be neg- 
“ ledled or caft away becaufe we are few : Souls arc 
“ very precious, and more worth than all this Earth: 
“ you fay, he hath had Thoughts of us for fome 
“ Time, and remembers us in his Prayers; and if wc 
“ apply to him now direflly, he would fend us a Mi- 
“ nifter in the Spring, a good^ triiCy faithful Miniflery 
“ who would fettle down and tarry with us, and who 
“ would likewife aftift us in building us a Church. 
« We are glad to hear this: As foon as our old Wo- 
“ men and Men return from Hunting wc will call a 
“ Meeting and fend a Petition. Pleale to write what 
“ we intend to do: firft acquaint General Johnfon^ if 
C a “we 
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« we had a good Minifter a great many would come 
“ and live with us, fome from the lower Caftle, fomc 
“ fronf Onoida, fome from Canada ; we fhould be 
“ prefently numerous if we have a good true Minif- 
“ ter; we want one who is faithful, and will ftand 

•i [jy US.** 

I fhall fpare no Labour nor Coft, efpecially the for¬ 
mer, where, I think, God calls for them. If your 
School does not fucceed, I fliall defpair of any other 
Attempt to evangelize the Heathen. 

As fobh as I (hall get the Seneca'a I /anguage per- 
feftly, l ean make way for fevenor eight MilTionanes 
among the more remote Nations, not belonging to 
the Confederacy ; among whidh is Pou(iuuk*% I'ribe, 
which is vattly large, imagined capable to raife 20 or 
25,006 fighting Men. 

A Ihort Speech, with a String of Wampum, is to 
be made to every-"I'ribe through which I pals, ac¬ 
quainting them with mv Defign, the Defign ot the 
Minifter that fent me,- A longer and more 

full Speech to the Sachem of the Senecas ; befides a 
String of Wampum and a fmall Lrefent, which I am 
to deliver with my own Hands to the aforefaid Per- 
fon, for my Benefit, Protection, upon the hearing 
of which the two Indians that accompany me exprefs- 
id great Joy and Thankfulnels. Then a ttrift Charge 
was given to lecure me from all Plarm while pafling 
through the Natrons, and deliver me fafe to the above 
mentioned Sachem. "I'hey promifed the utmoft of 
their Ability; upon which I arofe, taking them by 
the Hand, and thanked them for their Good-will, 
After fpeaking a few Words, they arofe and did the 
fame, adding, “ that it was the great Spirit above that 
had thus difpofed my Heart.’* One of my Com¬ 
panions will live at the fame Place to which I am 
bound: the other belongs to a Town of Senecas upon 
the OhiOi near Fort Pitt ; who fays, he Ihallpublilh this 
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good News wherever he goes, not doubting it will be 
very acceptable to a great many. 

It is laid to be a very great and dangerous- Under- 
uking to venture into thoTe Parts, though the jnoft 
promifing, fliould my Life be fpared, and Succefs 
granted, of any whatfoever. 

I apprehend you will be able to form fome Judg¬ 
ment of Affairs from Hints I have given. His Ex¬ 
cellency advifcs me, by. all means^ to carry a few 
Neceffaries to give them, to open the Way for a kind 
Heception and good Treatment; antf in tHe Spring 
renew the fame. The giving them fuch Things as 
they ftand in heed of, at their own Homes, will be 
efteemed ten times as gt^at ias the fame Value given 
here. His Excellency, for this Porpofe, has given 
me to the Value of Twenty or Twenty five Shillings, 
in fuch Things as will be agreeable td them. His 
Stores are juK exhaufted, or he would- give me more. 
I hope you will not think^ me imprudent,- if I pur- 
chafe a few Things for this Purpofe. 1 fhall neitlrer 
afk nor defirc any thin^ for this Year’s Service; only 
beg fuch Things to give the poor naked Wretches, 
as will be neceflary to open the Way for the Caufe 
of God; which I pray God I may make my only 
Attention'and Employrhent. The h'rencb Jefuits ne¬ 
ver fparrd k> this-PraiflaCe.. This feetmsy under Go-d, 
to be a hopeful Profpe£t. Pray for God’s infinite 
Condefcenfion to improve a Creature, fo vile and un¬ 
fit for his Service. Perhaps I may be killed in my 
firft Attempt. 1 know not what God defigns for 
me, whether Life or Death ; but this I know, if his 
holy Will is my conftant Care, my Meat and Drink, 
I fhall live in Peace, and at Death reap eternal Life. 
I hope you will pray for me, that God may give me 
Wifdom, Prudence and Skill; and above all, keep 
me veiy humble; and alfo that I may be fupported 
in my Journey. It is well I have been accuttomed 
C 3 to 
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to fome Hardfhips, or this Journey would be too hard 
for me: The Weather is exceflive cold •, the Snow 
above four Feet deep. 1 add no more j in hafte.

AhJlraBs of two Letters from David Fowler, an 
Indian of the Monlauk Tribe^ now Schoolmajler 
at Onoida, to the Reverend Mr Wheelock. 

Kanavarohare in Onoida, June 15.1765. 
Honoured and Rev. Sir, 

THIS is the twelfth Day fince I began to keep 
this School, and I have put eight of my Scholars in¬ 
to the third Page of their Spelling-book ; fome have 
got almoft down to the bottom of faid Page. 1 ne¬ 
ver faw Children exceed thefe in Learning. The 
Number of my Scholars are Twenty fix, when they 
arc all prefent *, but it is difficult to keep them toge¬ 
ther : They are often roving about from Place to Place 
to get fomething to live upon s Provifion is very 
fcarce with them. 

I am alfo teaching a Singing-School, They take 
great Pleafure in learning to fing. We can already 
carry three Parts of feveral Tunes. 

My Friends are always looking for the Minifters. 
There is fcarce a Day pafles over, but fomebody will 
afk me, “ When will the Minifter come ? ** All I 
can tell them is, that I expeft they will come the 
middle of this Month. I have been treated very kind¬ 
ly fince I came to this Place. I fhould want for no¬ 
thing, if they had w'herewith to beftow. 

1 find it very hard to live hereVithout the other 
Rib •, for I am obliged to eat with Dogs; I fay, with 
Dogs; becaufe they are continually licking Water 

out 
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out of their Pails and Kettles : yea, I have often feen 
Dogs eating their Viduals, when they fet down their 
Dilhes: They will only make a little Noife to (hew 
their Difpleafure, and take up the Difh, and finifli off* 
what the Dog left. My Cooks are nafty as Hogs ; 
their Clothes are black and greafy as my Shoes; their 
Hands are as dirty as my Feet; but they cleanfc them 
by kneeding Bread. Their Hands will be very clean 
after kneeding three or four Loaves of Bread. I am 
obliged to eat whatfoever they give me, for fear they 
will be difpleafed with me. After this Month I fhall 
4 ry to clean fome of them j for I muft move along by 
degrees. If they once get out with me, it is all over 
with me. I fhall have a Houfe built me next Week i 
then I fhall have my Viftuals cleaner. 

I now and then drink a little 1 ea, which I brought 
with me, and cat Ibme dry Bread which I bought, 
and fome litde Fifh, which I catch out of a fmall 
River, and their Pottage, which is made of pounded 
Corn, 

I afk the Continuance of your Prayers, that God 
would give me Grace, and fill my Heart with the 
Love of Gob, and Compaflion to perifhing Souls; 
and that God would make me an Inftrument of win¬ 
ning many Souls to Christ before 1 leave thisWorld.

Onoida, June 24. 1765. 

I N O W write you a few Lines, juft to inform 
you chat I am well at prefent, and have been fo ever 
fincc I left your Houfe; blcfled be God for his Good- 
nefs to me. I am well contented to live here, as long 
as 1 am. in fuch great Bufinefs. My Scholars learn 
C 4 very 
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very well j I have put Eleven of them into a, by ab, 

I have three more that will advance to that Place this 
Week, and fome have gbt to the fixth Page. It is a 
thoufand Pities tliiey cannot keep together: they are 
often going about to get their Provifion. One of the 
Chiefs, in whofe Houfe I live, told me, he believed 
fome of the Indians would ftarve to Death this Sum¬ 
mer. Some of them liave almoft confumed all their 
Corn already. 

I came too late this Spring: I could not put any 
thing into the Ground ; I .hope I fliall next Year. I 
believe I lhall perfuadc all the Men in this Caftle, at 
leaft the mod: of them, to labour next Year. They 
begin to fee now, tliat they would live better if they 
cultivated their Lands, than they do now by Hunt¬ 
ing and Fifhing. 

I have been miferably on’t for an Interpreter. I 
can fay very little to them. I hope by next Spring 
I lhall be my own Interpreter. 

It is very hard to live here without the other Bone, 
I muft be obliged to walh and mend my Clothes, and 
cook all my Viduals, and walh all the Things 1 ufe,-; 
which is exceeding hard. I lha’n’t be able to, em¬ 
ploy my vacant Hours in improving their Land, as 
1 fhould if I had a Cook here. I am

My Soul fcems to be more and more 
upon the perifhing P^ans in thefe Woods: I long 
for the.

God, and confefs my corrupt Nature, land Luke» 
wardiBcls.it the Things oii Religion, that I live no 
nearer, to him. It is worth while to go Mourning aU 
my Day^ O, it is impolTiblc to exprefs the Things I 
mean. -My Heart feels furry for the poor Indians:^ 
that they know no more about our crucified Saviour^ 
and I wilh I was made able to teach and inftru<a 
them i— and I (hall do whatever lies in my Power to 
tell them of Christ as long as I tarry: I feel alhin> 
cd that I have done no more towards it. 

I hope you enjoy your Health, which I wifii may 
long continue.

AbJiraBs of Letters from the Revereml Mr Theo- 
philas Chamberlain, Miffionary among the Six 
Nations of Indians in North America, to the 
Reverend Mr Eleazar Wheelock. 

Upper Mohawk Cajlky July 14. 1765. 

Rev. and much refpeded Sir, 

-O N laft Thurfday the Indians met between 

eleven and twelve, to hear what I had to fay to them. 
The Meeting wai opened with the found of a Horn. 
1 delivered a Ihort Speech to them, in which I told 
them, That Mr iVheelock earneltly defires to have the 

Indians 
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Indians taught to Read and Write, but above all to 
underftand the Chriftian Religion. I told them fome- 
thing of the Pains he had taken to accomplilh that 
End, and that I believed his whole Defign is to make 
them a happy People. I farther told them that he, 
this Spring, has fent out two Minifters amongft the 
Six Nations, with eight Indian Lads to aflift in teach¬ 
ing the Indians, and to keep Schools. In the Con- 
clufion of my Speech, I defired them now to tell me 
whether they defired Preaching, and choofe to have 
their Children taught to Read and Write; — and if 
they do, how many School matters will be neceflary 
at their Cattle, and to tell me where they would have 
their School kept, that I may know how to difpofc 
of the Boys, for I now have the Care of them. 

I then retired, leaving them to confult among them- 
felvcs. After about half an Hour they fent for me to 
come in •, as foon as I entered the Room, an elderly 
Man role up, and made a confiderable Speech to me, 
in which he faid, “ A confiderable Part of our Indians 
“ live down the River about two Miles, and are many 
“ of them not prefent, but I believe they will fully 
“ agree with us. As for myfelf and my Brethren here 
“ prefent, we would be glad if you would tarry here, 
“ and preach all the Time. We want a Minitter 
always here. We want to have our Children learn 
“ to Read and Write. We think two Schoolmatters 
“ will not be too much, — one at thefe Houfes, and 
“ another at the Houfes below. There are about 
“ thirty, five Children here and at the other Place, 
“ big enough to go to School. We will make our 
“ Children go to School every Day.** 

I then told them I was heartily glad to find them 
fo much inclined to be inftrudled in the Chrittian Re¬ 
ligion, and to have their Children taught to Read.— 
I farther told them, that they might be fure Mr fVhee- 
$9ck would rejoice to hear fuch Things of them ; and 

to 
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to him I would give an Account of all that happened. 
After this, finding themdifpfed, I prayed with them: 
to which they attended; and fung a Pfalm afterwards, 
with feeming Devotion. They then all came round, 
(hook Hands with me, and returned me Thanks for 
the Good-will which 1 Ihewed them, and then de¬ 
parted. 

Kanajohare, July 17, 1765. 

YESTERDAY we came here about Eleven. In 
the Afternoon I vifited the Schools, as I have done 
again this Afternoon, and intend to do fo every Day 
while I am here. And to fpeak the Truth, it is the 
moft fatisfying Diverfion my eternal Matter ever al¬ 
lowed me; to take my Horfe about two, (diredly 
after Dinner) ride about two Miles in a good Waggon 
Road, go to a good Houfe pleafantly fituate on the 
Top of an Hill, furrounded on all Sides with a fine 
defending Green turft with Englijh Grafs ; to enter *, 
find our little Abraham fitting ; have him rife and fa- 
lute me; eleven or twelve Boys and Girls (for lb 
many he conttantly has) all rife, bow and curtefy 
handfomely ; to enquire of Abraham the Manners and 
Cuttoms of his School; the Proficiency his Children 
make in Learning, ^c. &c, (This is real Plea- 
fure!) Then to give feme Inttruffions; to leave 
them i take my Horfe ; ride, through a fmall Grove 
over a gliding St.'-eam, on to a fecond Hill; find the 
other Abraham bufily engaged in his School, confift- 
ing of fixteen or feventeen, chiefly Boys; have over 
alfthe ’forementioned Ceremonies ; then return to my 
Lodgings. This is my Afternoon’s Diverfion. And 
I can’t exprefs the Satisfadlion I take in feeing near 
thirty Children, but fix Days ago unacquainted 
with a Letter (except two or three) now engaged in 
learning their Letters, and feveral of them beginning 
to pronounce Syllables. 

I have 
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I haVt likiwife the Plcafure to i'nlbrm you, thiit 
: Abraham primus is as livelj?, adive, and indultrious a 
, Schoolmafter as I ever faw. The School began laft 
Friday^ The Children at both (if I have not mif- 
. counted) arc, at prel'cnt, twenty eight,,all, I judge be¬ 
tween fixteen and fix Years old; and if I can find out 
that they have Children enough among tht. Indians 
here„ I..lhall infift on their fending them to make up 
the five and thirty they mentioned, as a Condition of 
Biy-fetting up two Scnools. Tht Onoidas, I nnder- 
ftand„ are at the German Flats. I lhall viiit thefri 
next Week, if I am well enough. I am now at Ja- 
feph Brant'^ HoUfe very poorly with a Dyfentepy, 
wbicK bath followed me near a Week, Riding in the 
Rain feveral Times, wading through Brooks to get 
along, and lodging on the cold Ground the other 
Night, have made rrfc‘almoft down Sitk : but my 
Bufme^s keeps me alive. Jofeph Brdni 4 s exceeding 
kind. I feel contented in the Bufitlefe, and with the 
Method of living I am in. 1 want fof nothing but 
Wifdom, Prudence, and a good Heart. I renaain,

^bc Reverend Mr Titus Smith, another MiJJionary 
to the Six Nations^ writes thus: 

Lake XJifage^ at the Head of Sufquehanno 
River, Augulf 3, 1765. 

I AM every Day diverted with a View of Mofes 
and his Sdiool i as I can fit in my Study and fee him 
•and ait his’Scholars at any time, the Schoolhoufc be¬ 
ing nothing but an open Barrack. And I am much 

plcafcd 
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pleafed to fee eight, ten^ or twelve, and fometimes 
more Scholars fitting round their Bark Table, fome 
Reading, Ibme Writing, and others Studying; and 
ail engaged, to appearance, with as much Serioufncfs 
and Attention as you will fee in almoft any worlhip- 
ping Affembly, and Mofes at the Head of them, 
with the Gravity of a Divine of fifty or threefcore. 
How agreeable fuch a Sight would be to you, is not 
hard to guefs! I expe<ft this School will be much 
larger when it comes to Onobcquage, as there are but 
few heri, and many of thefe, upon the Account of 
the prefcnt Scarcity, are obliged to employ their 
Children. The School at Onoboquage will doubtlefs 
be large enough for Jofeph and Mofes both. 

‘Tbe Reverend Mr Wheelock writes thus: 

V - 

Lehamn in Connecticut^ OCl, ii. 17 ^ 5 * 

THE Reverend Mr Chamberlain returned from 
his Mifllon among the Six Nations laft Fridayy (ac¬ 
companied by two Onoida Boys for this School) to 
procure another MiOionary for one of the Places where 
he has been preaching among the Mohawks and Ono- 
tdas ; and to get Recruits aod Supplies of Neceflaries 
for himfclf, and thofe Schoolmafters who defign. to 
winter with the Indians. 

He informs me, that the Indian Schoolmafters have 
in general condufted very well: are received cliear- 
fully, and treated kindly *, and that there are now in 
their feveral Schools one hundred and twenty feven 
Children ; and that he had provided another School 
of upwards of twenty Children more for Peters but 
he being taken Sick could not enter into it t which is 
ready for him or another nejtt Spring. 


Mr 
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Mr Qhamberlain alfo- informs me, that he has lately 
made a Tour among the Oncndagas (accompanied by 
Delegates from the Mohawks and Onotdas) and preach¬ 
ed to them, where never any MilTionary had been be¬ 
fore. That the Reprefentative of that whole Nation 
told him, after a Confultation of two Days among 
themfelves, that they were all agreed to receive Chrif- 
tianity, and would have him be eafy in his Mind, 
and know, that from that Day they fhould be glad 
to be inftrufted and defired him to tarry and preach 
to them. And when he came away, he told them he 
would do his Endeavour that a Minifter (hould be 
fent to them next Spring. 


The following is a Letter from the Indians of 
Onohoquage, who were^ on Account of Scar^ 
cityy removed for a while to another Place. 

LakeUtfage^ July 1765. 

Bret-hren, 

W E were informed by our Meffenger that we fent 
to you laft Spring, (Gwedelhes, or Peter Agwirondon- 
gwas) that you would not only affift us by fending 
us Minifters to teach us Chriftianity, but alfo that 
you would afllft us in fetting up Hufbandry, by fend¬ 
ing a Number of white People to live with us; who, 
when come, ftiould build us Mills, teach us Huf- 
bandry, and furnilh us with Tools for Hufbandry,6fr. 

We greatly rejoiced at hearing of it, and expected 
them this Spring, but are difappointed *, at which we 
are very forry : But we hope that we may yet receive 
them, and (hould much rejoice in it, Ihould you fend 
them to us. 

Wc would have you underftand. Brethren, that 
we have no Thoughts of felling our Land to any that 

come 
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come to live among us. For if vre fliould fell a lit¬ 
tle Land to any, by and by they would want to buy 
a little more, and fo our Land would go by Inches, 
till we fhould have none to live upon. — Yet as thofe 
that come to inftruft us muft live, we have no Ob- ‘ 
jcdions againft their improving as much Land as they 
pleafe *, yet the Land lhall remain ours. 

We have, Brethren, never petitioned to you yet for 
any to aflift us, but only thofe that come with God*x 
News^ (i. e. the Gofpel;) yet, as you have offered to 
affift us likewife in teaching us Hufbandry, we great¬ 
ly rejoice in it, and think that they fhould go toge¬ 
ther, the one as well as the other, and that we want 
Inftrudlion in both. Brethren, we fend our kindeft 
Love to you, and remain your Brethren,

The Indians being returned home, Ifaac writes the 
following Letter to the Reverend Mr PVheelock.

We likewife received yours with Joy. 

I have often wrote Letters to my Brethren, the En- 
gli/hy to which I never received any Anfwer: Whe¬ 
ther they were loft by the Way, or what the Occafion 
was that I received no Anfwer, I know not: But now 
I rejoice that I have received an Anfwer, and hwr 
that our Letter was received fafdy. I am likewife

“ That before the faid Brief was generally read in 
“ the feveral Congregations to which it was dire< 5 led, 
“ it was thought prudent to fufpend the further 
“ Reading of the fame, on account of fome Hoftilities 
“ committed by the Indians, until a more favourable 
** Opportunity. That the fame School isyetconti- 
“ nued, and the Numbers and Expences greatly in- 
“ creafed, in fupporting a Number of Miflionaries 
“ and Schoolmafters among the Indians, Cfr. And 
“ praying that faid Brief may be again revived and 
“ properly encouraged as per Memorial on File. 
« This Affembly do thereupon grant and order a 
“ Brief throughout this Colony, recommending it 
« to all Perfons charitably and liberally to contribute 
“ to fuch a pious and important Defign •, and that the 
“ Monies fo colkaed be by the Perfons therewith 
“ intrufted in the feveral Congregations, delivered as 
“ foon as may be to the faid y\.x Wbeelock, taking his 
“ Receipt therefor, to be by him applied for the Ufc 
« and Benefit of the faid School, as prayed for. And it 
“ is further refolved, that printed Copies of this A6t be 
“ feafonably delivered to the feveral Minifters of the 
“ Gofpel in this Col,ony, who are hereby alfo direftet^ 
“ to read the fame in their feveral Congregations, and 
thereon appoint a Time for making fuch Con- 
tributions.”

The Reverend Mr Bells, of Stonington in 
New England, writes thus : 

Stonington, July 29, 1766. 

1 Vbeelock'% Plan has been publilhed, hisMea- 
fures are open and manifeft; and the Succefs of 
them beyond Expedation. This School is in high 
Reputation in all our Colonies, and among the 
fo far as it is known j and daily gains Credit: And 
if a Support can be obtained, I doubt not will fend 
forth more Miflionarics and Schoolmafters into the 
Wijdernefs than all the Continent befides; and under 
the beft Advantages, as they will be able to fpeak to 
the Indians in their own Tongue. 


The Reverend Mr Wheelock writes thus : 

Lebanon, July 28, 1766. 

J Never was fo full of and croudcd with Bufinefs for 
fo long a Time together as I have been of late. 
I have ftill and intircly as much the Care of my 
School as ever; and the Burden of every thing that 
concerns the Miflionarics, and the Planning all their 
Miflions, and procuring all Provifions of every kind, 
lies upon me. But God helps me. I enjoy f'eace 
and Contentment, which is a continual Feaft. I am 
much fatisfled with the Courfe Providence has taken 
in the Difpofal of the Milfionaries and Schoolmafters 
this Year •, and I hope, when I can hear that their 
Schools are fettled, I ftiall be able to inform you that 
I have near Two Hundred of the poor wretched 
Children at School under the Inftrudlion of my Boys 
in the Wildernefs. How wonderful is the Progrefs of 
D 2 this 
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this Defign already! Five Years ago nobody thought 
of a Probability of introducing a Schoolmafter into 
thefe Parts, if any Attempt fhould be made, ex¬ 
cepting at OHoboquage, and there to take but Ten or 
Twelve Children. And you well know that my 
Propofal to obtain a Number of their Children to 
be educated here, was thought and fpoken of as 
wild and extravagant, and by fome hardly to be ac¬ 
counted' for but by a diftempered Brain : Yet amidft, 
and againft all Oppofition and Difcouragements, I 
h 4 ve evidently got the Friendfhip of the Body of the 
Six Nations •, and, was I prepared m receive them, I 
might have Hundreds of their Children to be in- 
tirely under my Direction and Care. Indeed this is 
the Lo R D*s Doing •, and to Him alone belongs the 
Glory. 

David Fowler* fet out the Day before Yefterday with 
Hannah Garret f to vifit her Parents at Narraganfet^ 
where he propofes to marry her *, and from thence to 
make a Vifit to his Parents on the I Hand; and, as 
foon as he can, return to his School at Onpida. I 
have clothed them well, and furnilhed her in part 
for Houfe-keeping, have alfo fupplied them with 
two Horfes and Furniture, and muft likewife let him 
have fome Hufbandry Tools, befides one or two 
Cows and a Swine: and hereby I hope they will foon 
be able to live with little Expence to the Public. I 
wifti you could furnifh him, and Mr Kirtland too, 
with Books; they have neither of them an Expofitor 
on the Scriptures. ClarFs Bible is a good thing; it 
would be more convenient for Tranfportation by 
Land if it was in Two Volumes.

Lebanon^ JuIy.Stb, 

JD Lcflcd be God, Accounts from your fide of the 
^ Water are hitherto encouraging, and I hope ip 
God yet to fee the Profperity of thefe feeble Begin- 
ings, and that by means of this infant Inftitution the 
Redeemer’s Name will be manifefted to Thoufands 
of the moft ignorant, fordid, and miferable of the 
human Race. My dear Mr Kirtland returned from his 
nineteen Months Journey to the Country the 
24th of May\ accompanied by Tebanande^ the Chief 
Warrior of that Tribe, who hath been a fteady Friend 
and Patron to him in all his Troubles and Dangers, 
and leveral times refeued his Life when it was threat¬ 
ened by and expofed to the mercilefs Rage of blood- 
thirfty Monfters, which that Tribe hath abounded 
with. 

After a March of feventeen Days through the Wil- 
dernefs, about 250 Miles, as they went through the 
Nations, the Snow four Feet deep, with no Provifions 
but what they carried upon their Backs and catched 
in the Woods, accompanied by two Indians of that 
Tribe, he arrived February the third, at a Seneca 
Town called Canafadaga, where he met with a kind 
Reception, but foon found new and unexpefled Diffi¬ 
culties to encounter ; for, ten Days after his Arrival, 
the Man of the Houfe or Hut where he lived, died 
fuddenly. He laid down well, but was found dead 
before the Morning. He was the Chief Man of the 
Pl^ce. On this, a general Jealoufy prevailed fagree¬ 
able to the Genius of the Nation, and efpecially of 
that Tribe) either that Mr Kirtland had killed him by 
Magic, or that he had brought Death and Deftrudion 
to the Nation with him. After this, they‘gave him 
nothing to eat for two Days, and held a Confultation 
D 3 among 
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among themfelves whether it was not beft to kill him, 
But at laft concluded immediately to feta Watch over 
him, with orders to kill him if*he Ihould attempt to 
runaway. This Guard continued a Fortnight. Soon 
after a Famine enfued, and fpread through that Part 
of the Country, occafioncd by the early Froft that cut 
off their Corn, and their Men being diverted from 
their ufual Hunt by their War with tbe£»^//A T wo 
Months Mrlived without Bread, Flefh, or 
Salt, excepting once, when he eat part of a Bear which 
was killed by one of that Caftle. His general Food 
was fmall Fifh, Roots, Acorns, and a Handful of 
pounded Corn boiled in a large C^antity of Water, 
But a particular Hiftory of his Trials would exceed 
the Limits of a Letter. They faw his Refolution to 
continue, and his Zeal to profecute the great Defign 
of his coming among them. From thence many of 
them began to conceive a good Opinion of him. This 
was furthered by Meflages fent them in his Favour 
by the Qnoidas and Onondagas\ fo that at length 
many were perfuaded that a Higher Power had in¬ 
clined and difpofed his Heart to this Vifit. Some 
hereupon feemed earned for him to get their Language, 
that he might be in ,a Capacity of telling them the 
great Things which he had in view, but of which 
they had no Idea. But notwithdanding all this, his 
Life was often threatned by a Number, and to the 
very lad by one in particular, aWarrior, who deadily 
profelfed that he would kill him let the Confequence 
be what it would. 

When he left them this Spring, a Number of them 
feemed ipuch affefted with the Reprefentation he had 
made of the Wretchednefs of their State, defired 
his Continuance with them, and appeared really con¬ 
cerned for his Safety among them. But it is difficult 
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to (kfcribe the low and wretched Condition the poor 
Creatures are in. 

Mr Kirlland was feparated to the facred Work by 
Fading and Prayer, and Laying on of Hands, on 
the 19th ultimo. The Reverend Mt Chamberlain^ 
Mr Kenne, and Samuel /JJhpo^ an Indian of the Mobe- 
gan Tribe, were appointed to accompany him into 
the Indian Country, and to preach the Gofpel to the 
feveral Parties, where Doors appeared to be open for 
that Purpofe. Three Englijh Youths, Members of 
Tale College, as well as of this School, are to go with 
them, to fpend the enfuing Seafon in learning the Lan¬ 
guages of luch Tribes as they are likely to ferve, when 
they have finilhed their School-learning. 

David Fowler and Hezeklab Calvin are to continue 
in their old Schools. The Reverend Mr Pomeroy 
was appointed to accompany them into the Indian 
Country, and fpend fome Months in fettling their 
Schools and directing their Affairs. Their Clothing, 
Furniture, were almoll ready when David Fow- 
ler returned from Onoida^ the 27th ultimo. He 
came accompanied by my Mofesy a Mohawky and 
JVilliafn an Qnoiday one of his Scholars; and brought 
the melancholy Account of the Death of GawebCy 
the Chief Warrior of that Tribe, a faft Friend to the 
Fnglijby and zealous to have the Gofpel introduced 
among them : When he was dying, he gave a folemn 
Charge to get a Minifter fettled there: he charged alfo 
his Wife not to mourn for him after their heathen 
Cullom, but to pray to God, and follow after Reli¬ 
gion i to govern the Children well ; and as foon as 
they fhould be big enough, to fend them to this 
School. 

D 4 
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Ycfterday ^ehanarje, the Black General of the Se¬ 
necas^ who came down with Mr Ktrtland, and who will 
fay as much to his Nation in favour of the Engli/h^ 
and of this Defign, as he can, fet out for his own 
Country, clad in his Regimentals, which were given 
him by our General Aflembly. He was mounted on 
a fprightly Horfe which I procured for him, accom^ 
panied by the following MifTionaries, deftined to their 
refpeftive Services and Places, as folioweth : Mr 
KirtJand for Canawarohare in Onoida *, Mr Kenne for 
Old Onoida^ about fix Miles diftant; Mr M' Qluer 
to abide with MrKirtland to learn the Language, 
and afiift Jofepb Jobnfon in the School, until David 
returns; Jofepb Jobnfon to take the faid School under 
Mr Kirtland's Diredlion, until David comes j and then 
to ferve as Uflier under Davids as the School will be 
large enough for two. Mr Chamherlam to preach at 
Canfjobare and Fort Hunter, at which Places, as my 
Boys' inform pie, are 140 Families. Hezekiah to keep 
his old School at Fort Hunter. Samuel Jobnfon, the 
Englifh Youth, with Jacob Fou'Ier, to keep the two 
Schools which my two Abrabams kept laft Year. 
Little Abraham is invited to take a School at IVillheJke, 
a new Setdement of Indians, about eight or ten Miles 
below Fort Stanwix. May God go with them, in- 
fpire them with Wifdom and Zeal, pull down the 
ifrongholds of Satan, and make the Powers of Dark- 
ncfs tremble before them! My hope is in Gop alone j 
and for that Reafon my Mind is always calm. 

It appears to me, God defigns much Glory to his 
own great Name by this infant Inftitution. 1 expeft 
friend Ajbpo here foon, in his Way on his MifTion to 
Jeningo, where he propofe^ to winter if Profpcdls are 
epcouraging.

Lehanon, July 29, 1765. 

J Wrote to you, viaBo/ion, a few Days ago, and have 
nothing now to write but to the fame Purpofe. 

Mr Kirtland returned from his long Tour to the 
Senecas, May 24th, accompanied by lehanande^ the 
Chief Warrior of that Nation, and one whofe Influ¬ 
ence among them, is great. He appears to be a preg¬ 
nant Genius, of an affable Temper, benevolent, fteady, 
judicious, manly j and hath always been a Friend to 
the Englijh, a Protedor and fteady Friend to dear Mr 
Kirtlandy amidft Perils and Dangers too many and 
great to relate and deferibe in this Letter. They 
came to Hartford while the General Aflembly were 
fitting: the Governors and Company fliewed him 
great Refpefl:, and made a handfome Entertainment 
for him. The Governor delivered him a Speech, 
and received his Anfwer, Mr Kirtland being Interpre¬ 
ter, much to the Satisfaction and Admiration of the 
whole Aflembly. After this they made him a pre- 
fent of Twenty Pounds. The Black General was 
much affeifled with their Kindnefs and Refpedt, and 
marvelled to find the Country fo well peopled. He 
was lame with the Gout or Rheumatifm* or he would 
have gone to Bojton. He feemed much affeded with 
my Reprefentation of the wretched and miferable 
Condition of his Nation, (^c. and gave into it, I be¬ 
lieve heartily, that we are the People that God loves. 
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and that they have been caft off by Him a long time. 
Hefaid he would go and tell his Relations what I had 
faid, and what he believed-, but, fa id he, they will 
all rife up againft me when I do fo. He was greatly 
pleafed with my School, and was often fo affedled 
with a Senfe of the Ignorance and Brutality of his own 
People, that he would fometimes talk with Mr Kirt- 
landy and weep a great Part of the Night, till at 
fome Times he was almoft overwhelmed with Sorrow. 
“ Now, faid he, I find all the Things Mr Kirtland 
“ told me, and a great deal more, are true.’* 

My dear Sir, pray that I may live upon God 
every Day, who is my Rock, my Strength, and 
my Salvation ; blelTed be his Name. My Situation 
hath been fuch as hath conftrained me to live upon 
Him, nor can I live any other Way: but I have fuf- 
fkient, and more than fufiicient Reafon to be jealous 
of my own Heart, which I find too unruly to be 
kept by any but God alone.
